INVENTIONS 


A GALAXY OF MECHANICAL 
DEVICES 


IMPROVING COMBUSTION 
The International Exhibition of In- 
ventions, which was opened.in the 
Central Hall, Westminster, on 
Wednesday, October 2, is repeating 


the success of former years, in which | 
it justified its existence. Like its pre- 


decessors, it has been organised by the 
Institute of Patentees (Incorporated) 
and, also, as before, is divided into 
two main sections, the upper hall con- 
tiining trade exhibits, that fs, patent- 
ed articles which have already reach- 
ed the manufacturing stage, some well 
known, others again shown for the 
first ‘time; and the lower hall being 
set apart for inventions, which theugh 
patented; have not yct been made in 
quantity or marketed at all. 

In the exhibition itself the main 
items of interca¥ to engincers are to 
in the lower room, “The 


Jarger number of mechanical devices 
than in previous years, many of which 
merit attention, Limitations of space 
however, prevent anything like an ex- 
tended account. A new dévice for im- 
proving conditions of combustion in 
Lancashire, Cornish and other boilers 
with cylindrical flues, is shown by 
Messrs, The Wimbledon Foundry Com- 
pany, 93-97, Kingston-road, S.W.19. 
This consists of a circular cast-iron 
framework set in a vertical plane and 
bearing on the interior of the furnace 
at four points only. It-is provided 
with blocks of refractory material 
which ‘are pierced with four or five 
conical holes. Iie baffle thus formed 
ig placed at a distance of from 4 ft. 
6 in. to 6 ft, behind the oxisting fire- 
grate bridge, the exact distance being 
determined by the class of fuel used 
and draught conditions, A combustion 
chamber is thus: formed, its end con- 
sisting of the incandescent baffle. It 
is claimed that the presence of the

THE DANGER OF JAPANESE 
COMPETITION = 


CUSTOMS TARIFFS 


The Chamber has Been presented 
with 4a copy of the report on tho 
Japan and China cotton industry, by 
Amo S, Poarse, General Secratary 
of the International Fedaration of 
Master Coston spianess’ and Manu- 
factarers’ Asguciations, under whose 
auspices the book is published. 

After's dificult and exacting busi- 
ness trip to the States, Mr. Pearse 
felt the need for a long sea voyage, 
and, on receiving the necessary ex- 
tended leave of absence granted by 
his Committee, decided to visit Japan 
and China, and to study ‘conditions’ in 
the cotton industry of those, coun- 
tries, 

Printed on a high quality of paper, 
and having numerous photographs 
and sketches, the book is an ace 
count of Mr, Pearse’a. visit, giving 
the reader a valuable’ insight into 
the stato of the cotton trade in 
China and Japan. There are also 
included several sections devoted to 
usoful data together with a copy of 
the Chinese Customs’ Tariff. 

The seriousness of Japanese com: 
petition will be realised when we are 
told by Mr, Pearse that in one gon- 
eration the wtumber of spindles hag 
increased from three-quarters to the 
present total of six and ao quarter 
millions. Reckoned in equivalent 
mule spindles, they are equal to 
9,408,000. Taking into account tho 
longer working hours of the dapan- 
ese machinery; we read that’ thelr 


mule spindles are competitively equal |. 


to 24 millions in this country. In 
the’ sama mannor Japan, by working 
Q greater number of hours, can get 
the utmost from her machinery. As 
an illustration of this, it is stated 
that in ten years a Japanese machine 
will have worked 62,000 hours in 
Lancashire (full, time). . 

As further proof of the prosperity 
of the trade, the autfior states that 
an average dividend paid for 1928 
was over 14 per cent., whilst the 
market value of the shares show, a 
premium of 88 per cent. of par 
value. i 

Turning, to China, Mr. Pearse con- 
siders that under the tuition of tho 
Japanese, China {s rapidly developing 
os a cotton spinning and manufac. 
turing country, A note of warning 
fs hore sounded when wo are told 
that, receiving only half the wages 
of the Japanese operatives, the Chin- 
ese, who aro fast becoming proficient, 
will most probably displace a larga 
share of our own export trade to 
that country. 

Taking the first part of the book 
which is devoted to tho Japanese in- 
dustry, we are forcibly , struck by 
Mr. Penrse’a ‘ assertion that they 
have little or no hedging in raw 
cotton, although lots of 6,600 bales 
are quite common, and indeed 30,000 
bales is nothing unusual, Taking 
Into consideration the fact that many 
of the mills . use 20,000 bales per 
month, and their system by which, 
should the price go down, more is 
purchased, thus sistributing the loss

From lucky speculation in cotton 
on these lines, tho Japanese have 
been greatly aided in laying the 
foundations of their industry. The 
fabulous profits which were made 
during the: great war in this man- 
ner were wisely l'apent In providing 
large reserves, better mills in Japan, 
and new ones fn .China. . 

Raw Cotton Purehases 

As regards the~payment for cot. 
ton, one cannot do better than quote 
from Mr, Pearse:— ‘ d

Al the close of the Napoleonic wars, 
when the social and commercialdis- 
tress was even greater than it is Eo 
day, there were to be found in the 
streets of London many. mariners who 
had taken part in the struggle, arfd 
who were left friendless, homeless, and 
without work. Tilneys and disease 
afflicted a large number of them, and 
there was no provision for the allovia- 
tion of their sufferings, In the year 
1818 a small band of men, who reanlis- 
cd the responsibility of the nation to- 
wards these her servants, conceived 
the plan for estublishing a hospital 
for their succour. Amongyt the num- 
ber of these philanthropists were 
William = Wilberforce and Zachary 
Macaulay. A committee was formed, 
which include® men “who had been 
sailors themselves, and it waa their 
insight into the merftality of sea- 
turing folk which caused the commit- 
tee, with complete frankness, to re-: 
cord the following observation in their 
minutes;— 

Absence of Foresight 

“Snilors in general are bred up to 
their occupation from early youth, and | 
retain few of the habits of persons 
employed on shore. Their great fail- 
ing, nnd principal occasion of all their 
misfortunes, is an almost fotal absence 
of foresight, and of consideration for 
the morrow. . They appear to have no 
conception, of the possible approach of 
misery until it is. too lute to escape 
it, and when at length they become 
subject to its visitation, they are ap- 
palled and sink benenth its , weight. 
If informed of, or directed tp, hos- 
pitals, asylums or other places of re- 


name ‘Seamen's,’ they are unwilling 
to approach them, and will submit to 
be driven to such receptacles only by 
extreme misery. ' It }. well known to 
every person asquainted with the 
habits of these peculiar beings that 
thoy will at any time prefer to remain | 
on board their ships, even on ap- 
proaching death, rather than consent 
to be taken to a hospital‘on shore, ai- 
though, with a prospect of returning 
health.” 

After three years of negotintions 
the beneficent aim of the committee 
took concrete form, 

In, 1821 an 
the “Grampus,” 
on loan from the Admiralty, 
and transformed into a hos- 
pital ship from the funds collec- 
ed by the committee. She was mbor- 
ed in the Thames off Greenwich, that 
being the most :central and eligible 
situation that could be found most ap- 
proximate to the bulk of shipping in 
the docks, which at that date were as 
8 whole lower down the river than: 
they are to-day. The lower decks of 
the ship were transformed into wards, 
additional light and ventilation being 
provided by enlarging the portholes. ! 
Her top deck was fitted with canvas 
shelters for convalescent patients. A 
doctor was appointed to live on board, 
together with ao Captain Supoerinten- 
dent in command of the‘ship. A chap- 
lain, too, made daily visits; ‘the first 
chaplain, who served for over 30 | 
vears, answering to the somewhat in-! 
felicitous name of the Rev. David 
Jones! 

The general policy governing the : 
admission of patients has remained | 
the same. throughout the life of the! 
Seamen's Hospital Society. { 

Every sick seaman, on, presenting | 
himself alongside, is immediately re- 
ceived, without the necessity of any '

| recommendatory letter, his own ap- 


parent condition being o sufficient 
ground for his admission. While other 
hospitals mitt ‘the period: which 
paticnts are permitted to remain in 
thom, in the Seamen’s Hospital every 
person is allowed to remain on board | 
in a state of convalescence until he 
has completely regaindd his health 
and strength. Shipwreck having per- 
monently injured the physique of a 
seaman, where medical assistance can 
no farther avail, a conveyance is pror- 
vided for them to their homes. Priva- 
tions to which ‘patients are often sub- 
ject, necessitate the destruction of 
their clothes, and they are then pro-' 
vided with new ones and thus enabled 
to resume their avocations. 
Bad Cunditions 

A century ago, however, hospitals 
were very far from being. what they 
aro to-day in matters of hygleno and 
sanitation, The low-ceilinged wards of 
the “Grampus” were lit. by evil smell- 
ing lamps burning whale oil, and sur- 
gical operations were sometimes ” pore 
formed by candle light. .. The ‘only.

complete charge of all éholera patients ; 
if the Board of Flealth met the e expenses | 
incurred. This offer was refused, but, 
seeing their. duty clearly before them, * 
the committee were at length induced: 
to agree to carry out the work in re- 
turn for a total payment of 30s. 8d. 


‘per diem. During 166 days 161 pa- 


tients were treated (of which 90 were 
futnl), and the committee were in- i 
+ duced ‘to observe in their minutes that | 
the total payment of £249  reccived 
from the Board of Health was “quite’ 
inadequate to the service performed.” 

In the same year the whole status of | 
the Seamen's Hospital was changed hy’ 
the death of o certain member of 
Lloyd's, Mr. John Lydekker. Under | 
the will of this generous-hearted man | 
his fleet of four vessels, on their return | 
from trading in the East, were sold to-: 
rether with their cargoes for the bene- i 
fit of the Drendnought. The sale real-| 
ised the sum of £55,000, which, in addi. | 
tion to making a permanent source of: 
income, enabled in the following year 
the hospital to obtain from  Parlia- 
ment an Act of Incorporation, 3 Gul. 
TV, cap. 9, under tho title'of The Sea- 
men’s Hospital Society. A tablet com- 
smemorating this gift from Mr. 
Lydekker stands in the members’ room 
at Lloyd's. 

The “Caledonia” 
Although from time to time improve- 


; ments such 4b the enlarging of the 


port to twice the size and the removal 
of a)l_necessary bulkheads and fixtures 
after 26 years the Dreadnought be- 
came. too small to. meet the demands 
of the increased amount of shipping! 
coming to the port. In 1856 she was 
replaced by the “Caledonin,” but the 
name “Dreadnought” was so well 
known and beloved of all seamen that 
the honourable name was retained, ant 
it is by this name that the hospitals 
of the society are known to-day 
amongst mariners the world over. 

In spite of the fact that little or no 
progress had been made between 1821 
and 1869 in the administration of hos- 
pitals, it became evident in the lattes 
vear that the Seamen's Hospital must 
be moved ashore. It was reported that 
tho position of the ship had been injuri- 
ously affected by the gradually in- 
creasing occupation of tho.banks of the 
river by _ shipbuilding ya yards and 
other works, the’ incessant noise from 
which, often by night ds well as. by 
day, was stated by the physicians to 
interfere with the proper treatment of 
their patients, and to impede their re- 
covery. A woodon'building like a ship, 
with so many irregular corners and 
surfaces, became more and more satur- 
ated with septic poison, 

The ship’s decks had, therefore, alt 
the conditions favourable to the spread 
of infectious disease and also were de- 
ficient in light and fresh air, both 
active agents in the successful treat- 
; ment of the sick. The.committec of 
the Seamen's Hospital Society there- 
tore decided unanimously that the hos- 
pital should be moved ashore “provided 
a suitable site canbe obtained on the 
banks of the river with o frontage 
thereto and access by boat.” 

It proved easier, however, to. make 
the decision |.that the hospital shin 
should be transferred’ ashore than to 
realise this aim. There waa some land 
available on the right. bank of the river 
at Greenwich, quite close to where the 
“Dreadnought” was moored, but thr 
matter of raising funds to erect 1 now 
building ‘presented ‘considernble _dif- 
ficultics. The conimittee felt the Mer- 
chant Service had a reasonable claim 
to assistance from the Chatham Chest 
into which it hed paid so much with- 
out having derived any benefit, but the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiral- 
ty were unwilling, to make any such 
grant, Inatead, a ‘portion of the Royal 
Hospital, Greenwich, was offered for 
the use of the sovlety, but the com- 
mittee of the ‘society, rightly deciding

Mr. Frank C. Munson, president of 
the Munson Steamship Line, which 
tuns sixty ships between the Gulf and 
South American ports, made an in- 
teresting suggestion before leaving 
Southampton for New York in 
the United States liner “Leviathan,” 
after a European business visit. 

He proposed that it would be ad- 
vantageous if a conference of nations 
interested In the construction of big 
tonnage, notably Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Italy and the 
United States, could bring about con- 
trol in the size and speed of theso 
projected vessels, 

At the present time, he sald, there 
super liners contemplated, 
the average cost of which will amount 
or £36,000,000 in all, 
Thore is no doubt that the tonnage at 
present contemplated is far in excess 
of requirements, and if construction 


| could only bo limited, fully half of the 


money which it is praposed to spend 
on new tonnage could be-saved and 
advantageously spent on improve- 
ments to existing ships, including 
: their accommodation and speed, 

In concluding, Mr. Munson _ stated 
he was confident that if some English 
shipowner would take the lead in 
calling such'a conference, the othor 
nations would respond to the call,

BLUE STAR LINER 


TWIN SCREW INSULATED CARGO 
VESSEL 


THE “SULTAN STAR” 


At Birkenhead, recently, Mesars, 
Cummell Laird and Co., Ltd, launched 
the twin-scrow insulated cargo vessel 
“Sultan Star," which they have con- 
structed to the order of. the Blue Star 
Line (1920), Ltd, of London. She. fs 
intended for service between ' the. 
United Kingdom and South American 
ports, and is of the following dimen- 
sions:—Length overall, 505ft.: length 
bp., 485ft.; breadth moulded, TOtt.; 
depth moulded, agtt. Sins 
maximum, SOft; with a speed of 16 
knots, 

She is constructed “of S.M.:stecl 
under special survey of . Lloyd's 
Register to class 100 Al, and complies 
with all the requirements of the 
British Board of Trade and Home 
Office Factory Acta that apply to 
cargo vessels, She has ao straight 
stem, a crulser stern, one funnel and 
two pole masts schooner rigged, 
There are seven decks; four are con- 
tinuous all fore and aft, viz., boat, 
promenade, bridge, upper, main, lower 
and orlop decks. 

A cellular double bottom extends 
nearly all fore and aft_and is sub- 
divided into numerous watertight com- 
partments which are suitable for the 
carrying of oil fuel, water ballast, 
fresh water and feed water. There 
are cight main bulkheads, complying 
with the Intest requirements of tlic 
Bonrd of Trade for watertight sub- 
division, and a duct keel extends from 
the boiler room to No, 1 hold.

BRITISH EMIGRANTS 


Australia Not To Grant 
More Passages 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

Mr. Ponsonby, Under-Secretary 
for the Dominions, atated that a 
‘telegram had been received from the 
Prime Minister of the Common- 
wealth of Australia, Mr. Scullin, 
stating that it had been decided to 
auspend for the present the grant of 
assisted passages to Australia, He 
had received no communication on 
the subject from any of the state 
Governments, but ho would point 
out that under the arrangements 
hitherto in force the grant of assiat- 
ed passages was 1 matter for the 
Commonwealth and not for State 
Governments, 

Mr. Ponsonby added, “I am satis- 
fied that all parts of the British 
Empire oversea are sympathetic to 
migration from this country, but 
each respective Government must 
necessarily reserve the right to con- 
trol the movement of assisted emi- 
grants in accordance’ with local 
economic conditions. The question 
of the suitability of various parts 
of-the Empire-for—migration from 
this country depends on many fac- 
tors which cannot be discussed 
within the limits of the anawer to

‘ARMED ROBBERY 


Sequel to “Hold Up" In 
Chinese House 


‘In connection with the attempted 
armed robbery oat a cattle dealer's

— at was learned this morning that 
the ‘Police have effeeted the arrest 
of three suspects who are under- 
going interroyation.

hastening the world revolution, 
But the Russian members of the 
committees detailed to collest the 
prisoners inte groups were affected 
by the chaos of the time, and con- 
tented themselves. .-with drinking: 
thirty cups of tea a day and re- 
peating the word which in Russian 
signifies “We have plenty of time.” 
The epidemic of typhua carried off 
‘thousands of prisoners whose 
deatha were in no way recorded by 
Others who doubted 
that the “repatriation” was only a 
name to cover worse conditions and 
treatment, and who feared the 
epidemic, made their eseape and 
headed for Viidivostock ip the hope 
of finding ships bound for home; 
and as the last repatriating com- 
miltee was stationed at Krasnojrsk, 
all trace of them was lost. 

Later, when the repatriation was 
ofivially declared to be concluded, 
the Soviet desired to enforce the 
nnturalisation of all the remaining 
prisoners, and imprigoned those 
who unwilling to renounce their 
nationality, and to escape this in- 
quisition the Hungarians moved 
into Asia, Many = Hungarian 
colonies exist in Siberia, near the 
Baikal lake, and it is stated that 
a chain of such colonies are to be 
found in the neighbourhood of 
Taskend, Samarkand, and also on 
the shores of the Caspian Sea.

FAITH 


TWOFOLD TASK 


A large congregation crowded 
the Birmingham Cathedral on Sep- 
tember 29, when the Bishop ‘of 
Birmingham, br. E.W. Barnes. 
expounded. the principles of 
Modernism, 

Modernism, he declared, is fac- 
ed with a twofold jtask—that of 
defending and consolidating the 


religious gains of the Reformatidn 
against the revival of old ercdul- 
ities, and that of meeting Evan- 
xelical fundamentalism by absorb: 
ing into ity faith the new know- 
ledge of this area, 

This is the fifth anniversary 
of Dr, Barnes's consecration as 
Bishop of the diocese, and his 
voice betrayed an eagerness that 
seldom penetrates the . measured 
Periods of his sermons as he 
made his final declaration: « 
““My friends, it is' glorious to 
have a revelation, a certainty, a 
mission such as Modernist Chris- 
tinns have to-day. Those who 
misunderstand ua say that we are 
slipping from the bank of, Catho- 
Ne authority or Protestant orthd- 
doxy Into the ditch of unbelief. 
We answer that we have reached 
the uplands where the air is pure, 
where the Spirit blows and wa 
hear the sound thereof...And wa 
remember that where the Lord is, 
there is freedom. It is the sense 
of religious freedom that {3 so 
exhilarating in Modernism.” 


“Pagan Elements” 


Earlier in his sermon, he had 
referred to the necessity of con. 
solidating the religious gains of 
the Reformation. “As every 
scholar knows,” he stated, “there 
are in Catholicism pagan elements, 
These our Church ‘rejected in 
that great struggle for the puri- 
fication of religion which we as+ 
sociate with men like Colet and 
Erasmus, Latimer, and Crammer. 
The rejection must be reaffirmed, 
For the simple reason that they 
are still untrue, we will not ac- 
cept the dogmas of Catholicism re- 


{pudiated at the Reformation, . 


“But equally, the Modernist 
secks to ‘absorb Into his scheme 
the knowledge of our era, Wo 
must. set the Christian Message 
and our own religious experience 
against a new background,

GIANT AFRSHIP FACES 
A GALE -. 


UNSCATHED FLIGHT OF THE 
BRITISH R.101 


CRITICAL MANOEUVRES 
Rugby, Yesterday. 

The‘ airship R.101 which with- 
atood’ with complete success winds 
of hurricane force while moored at 
the masthead at Cardington on 
Monday, . had a more severe test 
early yesterday morning, when tho 
wind suddenly veered 135 degrees in 
about one minute, 

The great ship, which {8 over 700 
feet long, and offers a side surface 
of nearly one acre, had to meet a 
side force which swung it round 
over a third of a circle within a 
very short period of time. This is 
regarded by exports as the most 
critical manoeuvre likely to.be ex- 
perienced, except possibly violent 
up and down currents, when the 
question of gas pressures and lift 
become involved; and the fact that 
the R.101 met these abnormal con- 
ditions without in any way exceed- 
ing the designers’ calculations ag to 
load factor is considered highly 
satisfactory. 

The wind had been blowing up 
to’ 67 miles per hour in gusts, but 
when it changed suddenly from 
southwest to north the average force 
was approximately 36 miles per 
hour, . 

Tho next flight of the R. 101 is to 
be on Saturday, when members of 
both Houses of Parliament ‘will 
make a. 6-hour flight. — ‘British

MOSCOW APPOINTMENT

polntment of Sir’ Ronald Lindsay, 
Permanent Under-Secretary of Stata 
for Foreign Affairs, to be Am- 
bassador. Extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiary at Washington in succes- 
sion to Sir Esme Howard, who fs 
retiring early next year. 

The King has also approved the 
appointment of Sir Esmond Ovey, 
recently appointed Ambassador Ex- 
traordinary and Plenipotentiary at 
Rio de Janciro, to which post he did 
not proceed, to be Ambassador Ex- 
traordinary and. Plenipotentiary at 
Moscow. 

The Foreign Secretary has ap- 
pointed Sir Robert Vapuittart, 
principal private secretary to the 
Prime Minister, and an Under- | 
Secretary of State In the ‘Foreign « 
Office, to be Permanent Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs In succession to Sir Ronald: 
Lindsay. , 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, who entered 
the diplomatic service in 1898, 
among many foreign appointments 
has served for two terms In Wash- 
ington, once before the war and 
once ‘after, when he was for a time 
Counsellor of Embassy and Charge 
d’Affaires. 

In 1925, while serving at Constan- 
tinople, he was ‘pramoted Ambas- 
sador, afterwards proceeding In the 
same capacity to Berlin, where he 
remained from 1926 until last year, 
when he became Permanent Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 

‘Sir Esmond Ovey had served suc- 
cessfully In many countries before 
being appointed Minister to- Mexico 
on the resumption of diplomatic re- 
lations four years ago.

Edinburgh, Sept. 28. 

* Quite a sensation in billiards cir- 
cles was caused recently by a sug- 
gention, which almost ambynted to 
a hint, that W. Smith, W. Lindrum, 
and C. M'Conachy would not, after 
all, take part in the next profes- 
sional championship.

been allotted by the Billiards Con- 


trol Council to Thurston’s Hall, in 


Leicester Square. 


Although the Council has also 


stipulated that preliminary heats, 
according to the number of en- 
trants, may, if neceasary, be play- 
cl simultaneously at “other hatla,” 
it is quite obvious that’ they intend 
to stage the final at Thuraton’s, 
When Smith Was Released 
But I do not, personally, appre- 
hend any such consideration being 
allowed to interfere with the 
prospect of ua real championship 
struggle being organised, now that 
the pick of the world’s players will 
be in the country, writes ‘Spot 
Ball.” | q 
A somewhat similar, although 
less momentous, position arose a 
few years ayo in connection with 
Smith and the premier event. It 
was at the time of that player's dis- 
pute with the governing body anent 
the championship conditions— 
which, by the way, have since been 
framed exactly in accordance with 
Smith's request at that time—and 
it was stated that one of the 
reasons why 
from the contest was his contract. 
This assertion was promptly 
scotched by Burroughes and Watts, 
who said that they wauld readily 
release Smith from hls bond, in 
order to participate in the cham- 
pionship, should he so desire, 
There is no reason to suppose 
that the -firm would adopt a differ- 
ent attitude at the present time.

A Bigger Hall Needed 

If there were any. foundation at 
all for the expression of opinion 
referred to, it would rather lie in 
the Council’a decision to play the 
championship ‘at Thurston's. The 
Leicester Square salon is admirably 
situated and adapted for ordinary 
matches, but it is fully realised that 
it is not sufficiently commodious for 
such a big event as the ensuing 
championship _ may conceivably 
prove to be. ' 

It is well known that during the 
last two championship finals between 
Davis and Newman, large numbers 
of intending spectators were unable 
to secure admission, and much good 
money was regretfully turned 
away. . 

A far better policy would have 
been to wait until the number of 
entrants was definitely known. and 
then decide upon the venue. All 
the professionals naturally desire 
to obtain as much financial benefit 
as possible from the competition, 
and a large hall capable of accom- 
modating a large attendance at de- 
mocratic charges of admission 
should be the primary object. 


To get adequate finances at 
Thurston's enhanced charges would 
have to be imposed, and this policy 
would certainly not be favourably 
received by the public. 


However, all this seems to be

The 
last time I saw him we were stand- 
ing in the beautiful little church- 
yard of my native village—Minto— 
whose small and unpretentious 
though beautiful War Memorial was 
graciously» being unveiled by the 
famous Field-Marshal, It was a 
lovely summer afternoon and the 
shadows were chasing one another 
ceaselessly across the Border Hills 
and down into the Teviot Valley, a 
most entrancing setting. |! 

Remember the Living 

‘Earl Haig’s words were, “Whilst 
we are honouring the dead, do not 
let us forget the living.” No one 
has done more for the wounded and 
disabled soldier of Britain than the 
famous Field-Marshal who has 
given: his name to the Fund we are 
supporting to-day. 

Now, alas, we mourn him also. I 
visited his grave little more than a 
year ago, There he lies in Scot- 
land's Holy of Holies — Dryburgh 
Abbey—alongside Sir Walter Scott, 
within easy earshot of the murmur 
of ‘the silvery Tweed and closa to 
his own family seat Beamersyde. 
His grave was strewn with Flanders 
Poppies and marked by an old plain

Let us follow Haig's example, Let 
us support this Fund to-day, no 
subscription is too emall. I now 
wish you all to join with me in 
drinking ‘a silent toast to thoae, who 
by sacrificing themselves, enabled us 
to lve.
